The site on which Mr. McCully 
seeks to build his shop is lccated 
on the north side of Ninth street 
east of Twelfth avenue. As pro- 
posed in the rezoning, the south 
portion of the land would be 
changed frcm commercial to light 
manufacturing and the north 150.8 
feet from agriculture to light 
manufacturing.

Give Details of 
Nurse Aid Course 


The fcellowing information was 
released by the San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital, director of 
nurses, concerning their recently 
instituted nurse aide course: 

The nurse aide begins her train- 
ing at approximately 10 times 
more than any graduate nurse 
receives during her training pro- 
|}gram to become a registered 
nurse. 

Most cf the nurses working in 
hospitals today, with the excep-

gram, received $8.00 per month 
during their first year of train-

County Budget 
ls Approved 


San Bernardino county board 
of supervisors Tuesday approved 
a budget of $8,550,000 for county 


| expenditures for the 1946-47 fis- 
cal year. 
It will require a tax rate of 


$2.25 for each $100 assessed valu- 
tion, an increase of 59 cents. 

Included in the budget is $700,- 
000 to match state funds for con- 
struction purposes. 

Representatives of the county 
Farm Bureau suggested that it 
be reduced to $664,441, the actual 
amount the state will apportion 
San Bernardino county, and that 
it be taxed over a three-year per- 
iod as state contributions will not 
be received in full this fiscal year, 
but the board favored raising 
the entire amount now. 

The $2.25 rates does not include

“Tf we have—and God forbid— 


a Third World War, we won't be 
able to have a fourth. There won’t 
be enough people left in the 
world.” 

With this warning Harvey 
Stowers, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Aircraft Industries as- 
sociation of America, called upon 
the American people Wednesday 
to maintain their supremacy in 
the air because “Air power is 
peace power.” 

Speaking before the Upland Ro- 
tary club at the Upland Woman’s 
club, Mr. Stowers said that very 
few people ‘‘know how close we 
came to losing the war.” Strik- 
ing at the apparent apathy to- 
wards prepardness in the years 
before the war, he declared: 

“We won the last war by brute 
strength and by throwing an un- 
heard of weight of equipment at 
our enemies. We did the job with 
muscle, not brains,”

Vet Committee (Plan 3,000,000 Business and 
‘Residential Center in Claremont 


A $3,000,000 business and resi- 
dential center fronting the north 
side of Foothill boulevard in 
Claremont is being planned by a 
newly-formed corporation which 
states that it is going to empha- 
size controlled architecture and 
space planning. : - 

The project will combine busi- 
ness and residential facilities and 
will be located on a 120 acre tract | 
between Mills and Padua avenue. 
Estimated cost is between two 
and three million dollars. 

To provide a safe approach to 
the center, an additional mall 15 | 
feet wide and one-half mile long 
will separate the center from the 
highway. The mall, provided with 
openings at east and west ends 
and in the middle, will be planted 
with a single row of eucalyptus 
trees. A road will be constructed 
on the north side of the mall. 

The business buildings will be 
constructed of native materials 
whenever possible—such as stone, 
wood and some adobe. Colors will
